Idaho ipotato growers coidd stop 
paniclnng over low prices, 'they 
mi^c be able to realize at least 
a little more money for their 
crop, says the leader of a 
Blacldoot'based growers organi* 
zatioo. 

. ‘‘When you get a lot of nervous 
sellers and very few you 

can guess what's going to hap- 
pen,” Potato Growers of Idaho 
executive direaor Jim Chapman 
said. 

He said he has heard of prices ' 
as low as 6 cents for a 100-pound 
sock. Growers mi^t wonder why. _ 
they even bother to but th^ 
have to get rid of them somehow, 
if only to moke way for the 1997 
crop.

Canada’s fur trade industry 
fine-tunes traps to avoid ban 


Education officials admit tests 
were no goody Mffidraw^a^^ 


VEGREVILLE, Alberta (AP) — 
Their mission soimds like an oxy- 
moron: devising traps to kill ani- 
mals os humanely as possible. 

Using high-tech methods 

approved by a national council of 
veterinarians, a rcscoreh team' in 
this small prairie town is testing a 
variety of Icthally named contrap- 
tions. For example, there’s the C- 
120 Magnum, a **single-strike 
rotating jaw trap with pitchfork 
trigger.” 

Animal-rights militants de- 
nounce the work os ghastly. They 
._oIso.oppose it becBuscit is.tLcru- . 
dal part of the strategy employed 
by Caiuda’s government and fur 
industry in the global battle over 
thefurtrade. 

Canada is playing a pivotal role 
in a long-running di^iute between 
‘ the European Union and the' 
major trapping nations. The EU 
has been threatening for years to 
ban fur imports from Canada, 
Russia and the United States 
unless they outlaw all leg-hold 
traps, which many animal-rights 
groups consider barbaric 

Canada has negodated a com- ' 
promise it hopes will be ratified 

the EU in June It has ogreed 
to phase out steel Icg-hold traps 
over the. next four years, but 
would allow trapper s to continue 
using padded Icg-hdd traps while 
interrmdonal Standards are devel-

Those standards would be 
based in large measure on the 
research being done in VegreviUc, 
65 miles east of Edmonton, at a 
government complex housing var- 
ious agricultural, wildlife and 
environmental programs. 

Since 1985, ^e IVap Effeedve- 
ness Project has spent more than 
$8 million on developing “hu- 
mane trapping ^sterns.” 

Larry Roy, the project director, 
said countering on EU ban is one 
of the top priorides of his 11-mem- . 
her team. 

The team tests its traps in a 
five-acre compound where coy- 
otes, martens and other fur-betu^ 
ing animals are kept in large pens 
that try to rimulate natural condi- 
dons. Human contact is kept to a 
miniinum, and infrared video 
monitoring is ii^ to obserre the ' 
animals* interaction with the 
traps.

The math test results have 
been declared invalid and state 
averages vrill noc'be released 
officially. Many school districts, 
however, already have received 
copies of results from their dis- 
tricts. 

A memorandum issued by the 
Department of Education says 
the tests were not “grade level 
app r o pri ate" and do test results 
are to be released. The memo 
further directs districts to 
“destroy the initial information 
sent for your review.” 


- This is the second year the 
state-developed math assess- 
ment test has been given to all 
fourth and eighth-graders. Sally 
liel, the department’s coordina- 
tor of guidance assessment and 
. evaluation, said there was no 
problem with the first year's 
results. 

But when it was revamped for 
the second year it includM Con- 
cepts students hadn't been, 
mught yen The tests are. rewrit-, 
ten every year to keep studtots 
fiom shaiing answers. 

School omcials said the prob- 
lem was more timing rbnn con-- 
tent.

“We didn’t seek enough input 
fiom teachers and math experts 
when we were writing the tests,” 
Edmiston said. “The writers of 
the -test didn’t realize the stu- 
dents weren’t at that level yet.”

Mobum’s grand dream for Zaire ends in nightmare

KINSHASA, Zaire — A visitor 
coming back after 30 years feels 
like Rip Van Winkle in reverse. 
The place itself seems to have 
been asleep. And instead of sud* 
deniy waking, the traveler is 
plunged into ni^tmorc. 

In the summer of 1967, the 
president then known as Joseph* 
Desire Mobutu was fighting 
rebels and white mercenaries 
who rose against him. But that 
was near Bukavu, on the for east- 
ern border, and he was winning.

Paint 
was fresh. Foreigners paid small

Zaire, called the Congo in those 

days, was full of promise, flush 
with copper and diamond mines, 
plantations foctorics. You could 
make a phono call, catch a plane, 
drive somewhere, or float com* 
fonably down the river. 

Now, after decades of systemat- 
ic plunder and malignant neglect, 
an ailing, defeated Mobutu Sese 
Seku has given up the ^osl His 
legacy is a moribund noncountry 
that only great skill and fortune 
can revive. 

Back then, p single 1 zaire note 
tvas wortli $2, and a carefree trov * 
bier could race ms open t riumph 
sports car the 150 miles to the 
port of Matadi in three hours. 

Adjusting for zeros lopped off 
over the years, $2 are now worth 
900 trillion original zaires. Matadi 
would be a three-day drive, if the 
Triumph could survive the road 
— and was not stolen at a road- 
block. 

The impact is most dnunadc in 
people's faces and bodies. A large 
majority are frail, moving dully as 
if drugged by misery that defies 
measure. A few others ore sleek 
and smug, awash in obvious 
wealth. 

“The Congolese miracle” was 
once a humorous term for the ' 
myriad means that families used 
to make ends meet: petty trading, 
doing odd jobs, growing food, bar- 
tering, general hustling. 

Now there is nothing funny 
about it. The cooking pot in fami- 
ly compounds still fills, at least 
partway, but it takes theft, beg- 

* ging, banditry, prostitution, and 
luck. 

Kasavubu is a section of the 
vast slum known as La Cite, 
named for the president deposed 
by Mobutu in 1965. Once a lively 
place to drink Primus beer and 
dance all night, it is now teeming 
and dangerous. 

An outsider strolling its rutted 
miid streets is followed by every 
eye, a pocketful of money on the 

* hopf. Yet many Zairians have not 
lost their innate politeness, and 
they ore eager to tell their stories. 

'Tm a mechanic, but Fve never 
seen a paycheck,” volunteered a 
man named Gaston, bom in 1968, 
the year his visitor left Kinshasa. 
His eight kids barely cat once a 
day and cannot afford to go to 

— scliooL- 

Each day is a struggle for pen- 
nies. Gaston buys gasoline ^ the 
barrel and sells it by the quart, 
for a slim markup. His wife sits all 
day in the roiling main market to 
peddle papayas from their scrag* 
gly tree. 

Gaston, was thrilled that a rebel 
named Kabila was taking choree. 

He had yet to loom whether me 
new leader was good or bad, but 
he knew one thing for certain: 
Mobutu was leaving. 

A young neighbor in rags hoped 
Kabilo could spare a smell 
stipend so he might return to 
Lovanium University.'Once the 
pride of central Africa, Lovanium 
is un overgrown ruin, kept open 
by unpaid professors. 

Across Kinshasa, pharmacies 
have sprouted eveiywhcre, some- 
times six to a block.

Government doctors, over- 
worked and underpaid, are often 
bribed for their attention. 
Routinely, people complain that 
relatives die bt^usc they cannot, 
raise the money to buy priority.

He and others recounted the 
murders and tomue that Mobum 
alternated with favors promo- 
tions in his ruiming game of bal- 
ancing polidcal power.

Asked how many roads ' 
were still passable in the country, 
he snorted. “None,” he replied. 

Others agreed on numbers thot 
explain finances in Mobutu's 
klcptocracy. Most companies 
spend about 40 percent of rev- 
enue on bribes and protection. 
And maybe 3 percent is actually 
paid in taxes. 

It is simple, one businessman 
explained. If you owe $20,000, 
you pay $10,000 to the taxman, 
who alters your return. He gives

Turkish troops kill - 
902 rebels in N. Iraq 


HABUR, Turkey (AP) 

Turkey’s cross*border offensive 
ogainst Kurdish separatists in 
northern Iraq has killed 902 
Kurdish guerrillas in four days, 
the official Anatolia news agency 
said Saturday. 

A spokesman for a Brussels- 
based,- pro>rebcI television sta- 
tion disputed the casualty fig- 
ures, although he would not say 
how many rebels had died. 

“It’s a huge lie. ... It is impossi- 
ble to inflict such a great loss on 
‘guerrilla''fightcrs,’’ IrfanTJogaiT" 
of MED-TV said. 

Anatolia Said only 12 Turkish 
_„troops_haviLdied in, the.foutday^ 
old offensive, but Dogan claimed 
the rebels had killed 40 Tmi^ 
--soldiers. - — 

On Saturday, Turkish jets 
bombed six Kurdish rebel camps 
about nine miles inside Iraq, 
Anatolia said, and Turkey sent 30 
more tanks across the border. 

Since Wednesday, Turkey has 
sent tens of thousands of troops 
into Iraq', backed by warplanes, 
tanks and armored personnel 
carriers. The offensive is aimed 
at the Iraq bases of the sepa- 


ratist Kurdismn Workers Party, 
whose 10,000 fighters the mili- 
tary has all but chased out of 
Turkey. 

Iraqi Kurds established a dc 
facto state in northern Iraq after 
the 1991 Persian Gulf War, and 
Turkish Kurdish rebels have 
taken advantage of the power 
vacuum to'set up operations 
there. 

While Iraq and Arab countries 
have protested Turkey’s offen- 
sive, there are no signs that 
Turkey plans to withdraw its 
forces — estimated at between 
25,000 and 50,000 — soon. 

Truck- convoys-havc shuttled 
food, ammunition, mattresses, 
telephone poles and construction 
-material across the'bordcr since 
Friday, suggesting the army 
planned on extended stay. 

The Turkish daily Hurriyet 
reported Saturday that the troops 
were engaged in heavy lighting 
, with the guerrillas in the 
' Amadiyah area, just across from 
the Turkish border town of 
Cukurca, east of Habur. It said 
100 rebels were killed since 
Wednesday.

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Post Big Government, can 
white elephants learn to fly? 


. ‘Hie derelict grain silo in ISvin Fhlls’ 
Old Towne is either an eyesore or an 
opportunity, depending on your point 
of view. 

’ Having outlived its usefulness to lo* 
cal agriculture, the building is worse 
than worthless to its owii^~^'a mece of 
real estate with an annual tax biU but 
no prospect of revenue. 

' But to those working to make Old 
Towne blossom, the silo is fertile soiL 
.. Its.conical roof encloses an uninterrupt- 
ed space 130 feet in dimeter and sev- 
eral stories high. Situated at Old 
Ibwne% heart, this unmatched architec- 
tural resource tempts the imaginadon. ' 

Something grand could be done with 
that space - but what? 

Ihe answer, if there is on^ offers in- 
sight about the nature of civic projects 
in the 1990s and beyond. We must 
dream big dreams, but we must do so 
with eyes wide open to economic reali- 
ty. 

; Ron Jelaco is pursuing one of these 
Mide-awake flreams. ‘Ihe Seattle a rchi-> 
— tect-was-a-key uediivumlnd'behmd the ~ 
Old ‘Ibwne concept in the early 1990s, 
Now the Ma^c V^ey Arts Coimcil has 
hired him to help put the antique silo 
back to work. 

Back in 1995, the Arts Coimcil float- 
ed an idea to turn the silo into an arts 
■center. Its cavernous interior seemed 
marvelously siiited 'for a performance 
haU, but the idea had a gaping flaw: 
Even if the Arts Council could finance 
construction, could the new feedity be 
made to pay for its own maintenance? 

Enter Jdoco, with sobering advice 
for his new employers. Jelaco contends, 
wisely, that a mdlity devoted exclusive- 
ly to arts cannot support itselTin 
‘IWin Falls. Once built, It would be un- 
derused and become a burden to tax- 
payers. 

So now, Jelaco shopping the silo 
around the community, Icraldng for pub- 
' lie and'pnvate partners to mare the 
Arts Council^ space - and to moke the 
project pay. His vision is purposely 


vague. Ife talks about a business incu- 
bator, or a former^ market, or low<ost 
housing, or a dance aredany, but most- 
ly he talks about being open to possibil- 
ities. 

Whether th^ project will succeed is 
anyone’s guess'. But it is on the right' 
track. Instead of looking to taxpayers 
for ongoing support (unlikdy in a state 
that has trouble building roads and> 
sdiools), it aims to be self-sustaining. 

1 -. This.approach.compares favorably 
with a couple of oth^ being promoted 
in the community. 

‘Ihe Cover Ihe Pool project is seek- 
ing $300,000 in donations' for a plastic 
dome to make the ‘IVvin Fklls Municipal 
Ifool a yeoMOund operation. The dome 
will be a loveHy gift to the dty - but it 
will be a gift that keeps on taldng. 

Staying open yearround will add at 
least $25,000 a year to the pool^s operat- 
ing defidt - mc^ if you count depred- 
ation. The defidt will be paid for by 
taxpayers, of course. 

Itocpayers also would be the sugar 



daddies and oiqinmt^ ot a propored 
expo ediKer at the TS^ Ihlls ^pnty 
Ihirgrounds. Ihou^ the $7 million ini- 
tial cost would bring an estimated an- 
nual return of only ^,000 (a return on 
investment so small &at it could be 
rounded off to.zero), promoters empha- 
size that it would bri^ a wide variety 
of entertainments to the community.

Minidoka’s Ist-quarter sales falter 


Layoffs could hit 
area’s economy

RUPERT - Reported soles in 
Minidoka County took a dive during the 
-first-ihree-monthfr-of-iheyear-oompared— 
with the same thm months last year. 

■ While factors like the weather and 
bookkeepirig'idianges may be somewhat 
to blame, some merchants worry the 
bu^ess picture in. the coming months 
could cum grim with mass layoffs at a 
Heybum processing plane 

“We know things aro coming up and 
those layoffs ore coming off,’* sold 
Quinn Montague, manager of Ace 
Hardware in Rupert. “How much, 
nobody knows for sure.” 

Total sales in Minidoko County 
amounted to $58.9 million in the first 
quarter of this year, according to the 
Idaho Tax Commission. Lost year, first- 
quarter ^es rang in at $106.9 million. 

The figures reflect sales reported by- 

ty at chain stores with out-of-county or 
state headquarters ore not included. 

In the nontaxabIe-$ales category there 
was a $47 million decrease in Minidaka 
County this year compared with last 
year. That categoiy includes sales by 
farmers, wholesale sales, out-of-state 
shipments, trade-in reductions, and 
soles to tax-exempt buyers, such as 
churches or government agendes. 

Taxable sales include almost every- 
thing else - fiorn groceries to furniture - 
and all other items cany a sales tax. 

The commission couldn’t pinpoint the 
cause for the tumble in Minidoka 
County’s sales.

tax-policy specialist in Boise. 

“Perhaps o factory or industry hos 
quit reporting the nontaxable,” said Liz 
Rodosovich, commission spokesman in 
•BoiseT “We’ d^'die bustriesse5''to 'report''' 
the nontaxable sales, but there is no 
penalty if they don’t. There are so many 
variables.” 

Reported first-quarter taxable sales 
also fell in Minidoka County by $300,000 
from lost year. 

Montague says the first quarter is not 
normally robust because of the season - 
ri^t after Qiriscmas and in the middle 
of winter.

But he Is expecting some changes. 

Area farmers have been plagued by 
record-low potato prices and other 
uncertnindes in the spud industry. 

Earlier this month, the J.R. Simplot 
Co. announced it was cutting 384 jobs

“We're finding farmers are conserva- 


tive in this point of lime," Montague 
said. 'When formers ore doing well and 
crop prices ore good, they hove a ten- 
dency to spend more money. 

“I think that’s tendency for most 
everybody,” he added. 

However, the Simplot layoffs will 
affect the business community, 
Montague predicts. Sales of big-ticket 
items, such as trucks and appliances, 
will be hit the hardest. 

“In the post year, there was very little 
change in the business population,” said 
Wally Studer with Rupert Bowl and 
member of the Organization of Rupert 
Businesses (ORB). “Fm sure there is 
'■ insecurity and'(p'otato prices) are not 
going all that good this year. There’s no 
doubt things are tighter. If you don’t 
know if you’re having a paycheck, Fd be 
cautious too.” 

“Personally, I have thought to myself I 
should watch my spending because we 
may not be as busy,” said ORB 
President Solly Gibbons, who works at a 
Rupert book store. “We have still been 
fairly busy here. Fm guessing a lot of 


people will be very cautious with how', 
people will spend their money.”

Anud an 
epidemic of sleep deprivation, a 
determined few are catching 40 
winks during business hours and 
more may be foUowing. 

“More people are willing to 
admit privately that they nap,” 
said William Anthony, author of

ch'ology' at' Boston iHiversity. 
“You can't’os yet acknowledge it 
at work. That's what Pm hoping to 
change.” . 

In nis book, he argues that the 
United States is a “nnppist” soci- 
ety, prejudiced ogolnst the siesta 
because of the country's drive to 
produce. “Our culture has devel- 
oped on the mistaken belief that 
pn^uedvity and napping arc two 
different extremes,” Anthony 
said. 

As a result, the country is HUed 
with “clappers" — people who 
hide their napping from others — 
and “napaphobics" — people who 
- — moke nappers feel adorned 


utcir naps, writes 
whose family is so devoted to the 
ritual that they hold napping con- 
tests.

Recently, I witnessed a sales 
representative handle a cus- 
tomer’s temper tantrum with 
admirable aplomb'.' I watched a 
parent calmly handle a child who 
had done something he wasn’t 
supposed to. I heard a story from 
an employee who was maintain- 
ing restraint to allow a situation 
to correct itself. She could have 
released her arsenal of resources 
and buried the person causing 
the problem, but she practiced 
restraint. 

Restraint is an important skill 


to cultivate. When you master it, 
you have more control over situa- 
tions and yourself so that you can 
function effectively. 

Sgt. Sendy Taylor, an adminis- 
trative NCO in the South 
Carolina Army National Guard, 
said: “Restraint is on extension of 
self-control. Restraint prevents 
you from saying what’s really on 
your mind before you cool down. 
A lack of restraint can be irre- 
sponsible.” 

Sure, there arc brilliant busi- 
ness moves that transcend our 
past limitations, and some rliles, 
barriers and customs definitely 
. need to be broken. On occasion, 
we even plan not to plan to allow 
for spontaneity and serendipity. 


But Rosa Parks didn’t act 
alone. She was part of a strategic 
plan with many others involved 
and a system in place to with- . 
stand the' consequences of the 
dramatic action she took. 

.'When others exhort you to 
break the rules or ignore conven-' 
tions, I recommend caution. 
When people boast that they 
- don’t reeoraize boundariesiTm-' 
immediately on guard. ,Will they 
stoR spitting, scratching, or prac- 
ticing gross personal habits Lhat 
should only be done in private? 
Will they lie, cheat, yell, end 
insult people to advance their 
positions?

While this is no revelation to fol- 
lowers of such ancient spiritual 
tCaditions as Buddhism and 
itjonastidsm, it is more surpris- 
ing the subject has been 
embraced by scientists and even 
monagcd-care organizations. 

IPor example, a study pub- 
lished last year in the American 
Ifcart Association’s medical jotu- 
nal. Hypertension, showed 
Transcendental Meditation sig- 


nificantly controUod high blood 
pressure at levels comparable to 
widely used prescription drugs 
(and without the side effects). 
Subjects of an Oakland, Calif., 
study at the West Oakland 
"Medical Center — all of whom 


obesity, hieh-sod ium diet _ 

‘ high alcohol intake, smoKingona 
sedentary lifestyles — benefited 
dramatically from two daily 20- 
minute sessions of closing-the* 
eyes and concentrating on a sin- 
gle soothing sound, called a 
mantra, that is barely audible. 

Dr. Herbert Benson, a cardiolo- 
gist at Harvard Medical School, 
has produced similar findings 
with his Relaxation Response 
technique, in which a person 
chooses a soothing word and sits 
quietly to focus on it twice a day. 

“Studies demonstrate that pas- 
sively disregarding otner 
thou^ts will tri^er a specific 
set of physiological changes,” 
said Benson, a best-selling 
author. “It is a proven fact, not a 
hypothesis.”

difficult, if not next to impossi- 
ble. Even Sharon Solzberg, who 
directs “intensive silent retreat” 
weekends at the Insight 
Meditation Society center in ‘ 
Barrc, Mass., acknowledges the 
urban environment begs, for a 
different interpretation of 
silence. 

She recommends a “loving 
kindness” meditation while 
scrunched in public transporta- 
tion or riding idevators. 

“You might be waiting in a 
grocery line,” she said. “You can 
choose to be irritated at the 
delay or silently extend thoughts 
of friendship to the clerk and 
other people in line. It sounds 
unusual, but try it and you find 
yourself less agitated.” Buddha 
(Siddhartha Gautama in the 6th 
century B.C) taught this medita- 
tion os an antidote to fear.”

Break divorce news to kids gently, clearly and quickly 


Q. My wife and I have decided 
to get a divorce. We haven’t told 
our two children, ages 9 and 6, 
and want to do so in os palni iiftB a 
mann^ as possible. We’ve beard 
that cbildKn frequently think 
divorce is their fault, and we 
wont to prevent t^ from hap* 
pening. We’d like your advice. 

A. Here ore some general -rules 
of thumb for telling your children 
about your decision: 

• Be sure you've made up pour 
minds. You don’t want to throw 
the children for a^loop needlusly. ' 
If there’s a chance, even a slim 
one, that you’ll reconcile, then 
tell the elmdren you’re seporat* 



ing to give each other some room. 

• Don't make it seem ea if you're 
sofictring the cAifdrm's opinions. 
Rather, moke it clear you’re 
merely informing them of what> 
ever decision you moke. 

• Tdi the children the day before 
or the day of your actual separa- 
tion. Make your decision, moke 


your arrangements, then tell the 
children and go thiuugh with it. 
The more time there is between 
your conference with the chil- 
dren and' the actual leaving, the 
more stressful thinu will be on 
them, and the harder they will 
work to keep the two of ypu- 
(ogether. 

• Don "t tell them in the morning 
and then send them off to school. 
Tell them on a. non-school di^ or 
after school. If need be, keep 
them out of school a day to teU 
them. 

' Oncof the Worst things you con 
do is tell the children and then 
send them off to worry at sch^ 
or at the baby-sitter's. 


• Don't improvisci Decide 
exactly what you're going to tell 
the d^dren ond who's going to 
tell them what and stick with the 
program. The more you stumble 
over one another, the more upset 
the children will become. 

• Just in case I need to make it 
expficit, you should both be there 
when t^Mldren are told. Neither 
of you gets off the hook. 

• Keep the actual conversation 
short and to the point. There’s no 
reason to let this “conference" lost 
longer than a few minutes. Give 
the children time to ask questions, 
but limit the proceedings. 

• Do not editorialise. Tell the 
children “what," buthot “why.” 


If the<r ask “why?” questions, tell 
them simply that this is a deci- 
sion thorns and dads sometimes 
make, and you’re sure'it will ' 
work out well~for 'everyone; • 
Under no circumstances blame ‘ 
each other or put each other 
down. 

• Be prepared for the worst pos- 
sible reaction. Sometimes chil- 
dren take these things well, 
sometimes they don’t. If yours 
become distraught, jau must be 
prepared to step in and restore 
control. 

> Reassure the children that 
nothing has changed about your 
love for them. In this time of 
upheaval, It’s important they 


know certain things arc not 
changing. 

• fell them what custody and 
visitation amngernents have been 
decided. This is one area where 
the children may want input. If - 
so, don’t give them the oppomini* . 
ty. Later, when things have, 
edmed down, you can get their 
opinions.

These are just a handful of the 
•-49 interactive exhibits and walk-” 
through dioraraos at the new $41 
million Washington State 
History Museum, which covers 
Woshington’s history since it 
became the 4znd state in 1869. 

The 106,000-square-foot nmse- 
' um has been offering its profu- 
sion of multimedia exhibits, 
workshops and educational pro- 
grams since its August opening 
in downtown Tacoma, overlook- 
ing Commencement Bay. 

More than 110,000 visitors 
have stopped in so far. That’s an 
average of 10,000 a month or 
' about three times the traffic 
drawn by its predecessor, bi^t 
here in 1911 at a less central 
location. 

Melinda Moulton, 39, a stu- 
dent at the University of 
Washington’s Tacoma campus 
across the street, recently 
brought her two kids to the 
museum frgm their home in 
Olympia. ^ 

Terra, 14, enjoyed the more 
tmdidonal' exhibits, like the dis- 
play of Indian baskets’ from 
Northwest tribes such as the 
Cowlitz, Klickitat and Nisqually. 

Travis, 9, liked the many, 
exhibits with life-sized talking 
figures, made of clay-colored 
concrete to prevent their being 
mixed up wi& visitors and staff. 

One depicts, residents of 
Walla, in.southeast Washington, 
shopping at Schwabacher’s 
General Store in 1872. 

By pressing a button, visitors 
can select a character and ask ' 
questions. 

For example, here’s a take on 
life in early Walla from miner 
Jasper, who is displayed trying 
on some shoes. 

"When I first came here, sum- 
mer pf *60 with my partner and a 
mule, Walla was a tough place, 
ni tcdl you. For us, it was more 
to be feared than Indians and

The museum was first pro- 
posed on Jan. 2, 1987, when 
thcn-statc-Rcp. Dan Grimm, D- 
Puyollup, wrote a letter suggest- 
ing it to John McClelland Jr., a 
newspaper ’ publisher in 
Longview and Bellevue who 
then was president of the 
Washington State Historical 
Society. 

Grimm, suggested the new 
museum be built to go along 
with the restoration of Tacoma's 
Union Station. Together, he and 
McClelland interested Pierce 
County legislators, already look- 
ing to invigorate the downtown 
area. 

The museum was designed by 
the late Charles W. Moore, 
whose works include the UW’s 
Tacoma campus and the Beverly 
Hills Civic Center.

B^eriy began making plans to 
escape.'

Taking m laundry and ironing and 
‘coUecong pop Mttles, she man- 
aged in a ypr to save the $500 for . 
an old-white-Valiant — her get- 
away car. 

After she fled to a Denver apart- 
ment, she worked three jobs to 
support the (dds and put herself 
through beauty school — ofnee 
work during the day, bartending 
at night and operatiiig the apart- . 
mem smtchbom on weekends. 

She went through baby sitters 
like diapers — one stole her car, 
hooked up a trailer to it and 
hauled everything out of the' 
apartment. When Beverly edme 
home.,Jthc children were sitting 
alone in pajamas. 

It was too much for a single 
mother with no child support, so 
she put them in the Colorado 
Christian Home. Surely, they 
would be better off there, she told 
herself. For the next 4 VZ years, 
she kept up her work schedule 
and collected the children on 
weekends. 

Already, Bobby was a trouble- 
maker. One day, she looked out 
the window and saw him trying to 
drown the dog in a bucket of 
water. Another time, he set the 
held out bodk on Ere. 

Diagnosed as hyperactive when 
he was 7, Bobby was kept under 
control with Ritalin. Doae-now,L 
he would draw for hours bh entf—

. A perfea little house with a momi 
a dad and three kids. Beverly 
. looked over his shoulder and

“'^b^, I thin^ were 
way," she'told him, “but they’re 
not that way." 

She was on her third or fourth 
husband by now. A botUe-blondc 
knockout, she invariably was 
attracted to the wrong kind of 
men — good4ooidng, womanizing 
boozers. The marriages never last- 
ed long, and Bobby didn’t help. If 
he could drive a wedge between 
Beverly and whatever man hap- 
pened CO be around, he did it 

Jamie, on the other hand, 
begged each new man to adopt 
her. And Mike was simply devot- 
ed to his mother. 

Finally, Beverly saved enough 
money to buy-a little brick house 
in a Denver suburb. Everything 
would be perfect now. They would 
be a real family. She was sure of 
it. 

Beverly embraced motherhood. 
On Bobby's birthday, she made 
him a birthday cake in (he shape 
of a train. It was the best, best 
thing he ever had, “except you. 
Mom," said the boy with the big 
blue eyes and crooked smile. 

The rare moment of warmth 
cau^t Beverly by surprise; happi- 
ness was fleeting in their picture- 
perfect house. Bobby picked on 
boys twice his age and beat up 
diildrra in the s(±ooIyard. When 
he was sent to his room, he’d 
sneak into Jamie’s and Mike’s 
instead to break their toys and 
carve up their bedroom ftimiture. 

He ran away dozens of times. 
He was just like his father — wiliL 
Beverly thought. He was a haro^ 
child to love.- 

It must be in the genes, rite fig- 



ured. The other children were 
doing so well 

Bobby was a taker, not a giver 
like his brother. And Beverly had 
had enough. She didn’t like the 
boy. In fact, she finally admitted 
to herself, she didn’t even love 
him. It sounded cold, she knew, 
butshenuldn't help it. 

She took him to juvenile hall to 
try to scare him straight, but 
Bobby seemed einaffectcd. So 
when the folks there colled and 
asked her to take him home, she 
refused. 

"I don’t wont you around me 
anymore,” she told her son. “You 
lie, you cheat ..." 

"All I want to do is be with you. 
Mom," the teen-ager said, but 
Beverly didn’t believe him. She 
sent him to a foster home. He ran 
oway when he was 17. 

Over the next dozen years, 
Bobby fathered four childrch with 
two women. He worked in con- 
struction, apartment maintenance 
and even dressed like a down and, 
rode a unicyde on New Orleans’ 
Bourbon Street. He shaved his 
i)pod and tattooed his skull with a 
lion’s claw. He joined an anti-gov- 
ernment group, refused to pay 
taxes and burned his Social 
Security card and driver’s license. 
Cocaine became his food and beer 
his diiidc. He beat his ^Ifriends. 

Whenever he came home, 
which was rare, he ran up his 
mother’s phone bill, once for S800, 
then denied the colls were his. 

When Bobby was 30, he met 
Nflcld, who was half his age. He 
was jailed once for beating her. 
But th^ stayed together and, over 


the next five years, had three chil- 
dren. 

Bobby had abandoned all his 
previous children but his firstborn 
daughter, who moved with them 
from Colorado to Slidell, La. 
There, the family of five lived in a 
tiny travel-trailer. One child slept 
in a bean bag, the baby in a svnn& 
Blankets doubled os curtains. 

Bobby’s anti-govemment pro- 
tests became more hassle than 
they were worth, he decided, so 
he gave them up. He found the 
Lord instead, during a three- 
week revival last spring. The 
drums roared, the giant gong 
reverberated and the preacher 
shoutcd'for redemption. Bobby 
was captivated. He song, swoyed 
and shouted with the congrega- 
tion. 

He swore ri^t then and there 
to change his life, he told his 
friend, Leon Moore. He promised 
to be a better father, to marry 
Nikld. He joined a support group 
for people with addictive and com- 
pulsive behavior. 

He nisn called his mother. 

“I don’t know why we can’t be a 
family." he told her. 

■ “Bobby, you can’t steal and lie 
and cheat people and expect them 
to come back for more," she said. 

“Mom, this time you’ll sec," he 
said. 

“O.K. Bobby," she replied. 
“That’s all 1 can hope for." 

What he longed for in his moth- 
er he found in his father, who 
came back into his life after 26 
ycar& When he suggested Bobby 
move to McKinney, Texas; to be 
dose to him, Bobt^ lunged at the 


.'chance. He found a job doing, 
maintenance at an apartment 
complex and rented a small house. 

Ma king goo d on his pledge, he 
married Nudu and joined a local 
church. He was elated when 
Jamie, who was fleeing her own 
abusive husband, dedd^ to move 
to Texas to be dose to him. 

Everything finally was coming 
together for die little boy who had 
been meaner than mean. He was 
36 now. He had a wife, he had chil- 
dren and he had a little white 
hoacs with pink trim. 

But like the drawings of hi.s 
childhood, the picture was an illu- 
sion. After less than two weeks in 
Texas, Nikld, now 20. took a lover. 
When Bobby found out, he unrav- 
eled 

“You’re my property! 1 own 
you!" he screamed in front of their 
neighbor, Melissa. Smith.-Hc ... 
pushed Nikld to the floor, knock- 
ing over the high.ch'air. She fell 
with her baby in her arms. “Give 
me those wedding rings or I’ll 
chop your fingers off!” 

That-night,-Dec. 18, Nikki 
made plans to escape with her 
lover and some of his friends. 
With Nikki and Bobby sleeping, 
they entered the unJodeed front 
door at 2 a.m. Nikki cold police 
she woke up and began to gather 
her children and dothes. She said 
she hadjio idea that, at the same 
time, Bobby, still sleeping, was 
being hacked with a hammer and - 
sloshed with a knife. 

Nikki took off in the friends’ 
van in the middle of the night, 
leaving Bobby’s oldest daughter 
behind. The 12-year-old found 
him the next morning. 

When word reached Beverly, 
she cried all day. “It’s not the 
man Fm missing," she said, “it’s 
the kid I’m missing, the one I 
thought I could help.” . 

A grand jury, meanwhile, has 
indicted Nile’s lover and two of 
his friends, but authorities 
haven’t yet decided whether to 
seek charges ogainst Nikld. 

And Bobby’s ashes arc still 
across the street. 

Come summer, ivhcn the snow 
melts off Pike’s Peak, Beverly 
will take the box to the top. 

“I’ll set him free,” she says, 
“and set me free, too.” 

She will never be free, howev- 
er, of a question no mother 
' should have to answer: Did she 
not love her son because he was 
mean — or was he mean because 
she did not love him?
